Current periodicals are located beneath the windows on the right side of the library. 
Periodical backfiles are located on the far left, next to the Copy Room. A new copy machine, 
which uses change and copy cards is available. 

Whenever possible, 
audiovisual equipment and resources will be delivered to the classroom. Plan ahead! 

To place items on Reserve, contact Tran Moore at extension 2381. The AV/Reserves 
desk is located on the far left of the library beside the Copy Room. 

Library cards are available at the main circulation desk at the entrance of the library. 
Students and employees who do not have library barcodes and/or library cards should get one as 
soon as possible. These cards may also be used for library privileges at UA libraries.
